He refused to attend 
and was arraigned before the House 
for the contempt. Whitney's excuse 
was that he could not attend the com 
mittee for fear of danger to his life 
from the violence of the members 
Mr. Peyton, uf Tennessee, a ineuibM 
of the committee, as it appeared from 
the evidence, had taken ofNiseal an 
answer of Mr. Whitney and broke out 
in the comutiiee in these word-: "Mr 
Chairman, I wish you would inform 
the witness that ha is not to ir ult 
me in his answers; if he does. I wil 
take his life on the soot " The wit 
ness claimed the protection of the 
committee, on which Mr. Peyt n ex 
claimed, "you shan't spesk; you 
•han't say one word while you are in 
this room; if you do I will put you to 
death." Henry A. Wise, chairman 
of the committee, then added: "Yes. 
this insolence is intolerable." Soon 
after. Mr. Peyton, observing that the 
witnen wa» looking at him. cried out 
"His eyes are on me; he is looking at 
me; he shan't do it; he shan't look at 
mer These exclamations were ac- 
.companied with violent cursing and 
•wearing. 
Mr. Wise admitted that 


be was armed with deadly weapon?. 
and said: "I watched the mot ion ot 
the right arm of the witness, the 
elbow ot which could be seen by me. 
and bad it moved one inch tw would 
have died on the s.wt. This was my 
determination." 


Such sntnes were common then. 


and the hulls of congress acquired the 
name of the "Bear Garden." 


On tb« Min of January. 1835, an 


attempt was made to assasiimle Gen. 
Jackson on the portico of the Capitol, 
at a funeral ceremony, by Richa.d 
Lawrence, a painter by tiad«, and 
resident of Washington. He exploded 
two caps on the pistols in the attempt. 
The pistols were afterwards found tn 
be well loaded, au I Jackson's escape 
was considered miraculous. The mould 
be assasin was knocked down and 
taken into custody. 
Gen. Jackson 


always believed that this act was PCI 
petrated at the Instigation of some of 
the friend* of the bank. 


Prior to this, in 1833, Gen Jackson 


was assaulted while 
sitting down 


trading a newspaper on the boat at 
-Alexandria, tat the fifends of the 
assailant succeeded in getting him oat 
of the way in good time. 


It was in these days that Henry A. 


Wtoe made an ugly face at Speaker 
Polk on the street and spat at him. 


In February, 1838. Mr. Cilly. of 


Maine, charged in hi* speech in the 
House that Tames Watson 
W bb. 


•ditor of the New York Courier mni 
Swptirtr, had received a bribe of $58,- 
000 from the Bank of the Ui.iled 
ftttaa. Graves, of Kentucky, took 
up Webb's quarrel, and Henry A. 
Wis» bore hto challenge or Cilley. 


* Gen. George W. Jones was Cllley's 


seeood. Btaderabwc was the place 
in*the weapon* wen rifle*. The 
tiilMnofloatand both »b»ed- toe 
ehaUeofei"* withdrawn to fire opt 
poftwity far reconciliation. The at- 


ipt failed mid the pnuctpals again 


took poeitioD, Wise remarked that if 
the matter was not terminai-d b> tbU 
shot he would propose to shorten the 
distance. The rifles ring agaiu and 
Cilley fell dead.
